New Cancer 
Treatment- 
Is Promising

PHOENIX, Ariz. (AP) 
-A 


strange difference in the energy 
system of one fast-growing can- 
cer is being exploited to help its 
victims, a University of South- 
ern California doctor said today. 


The cancer 
is melanoma, 


sometimes called black cancer. 


It seems to rely on the oxy- 


gen-carrying potential of an es- 
sential chemical helper called 
tyrosinase, said Dr. Harry B. 
Demopoulos, a USC pathologist. 


By two methods, he has tried 


to cut down on the amount 
this vital chemical available to 
the tumor, and it has resulted in 
shrinking cancers in some 80 
per cent of his patients. 


It requires, however, a strin- 


gent die tto eliminate a basic 
amino acid that is found in the 
protein of meat, milk, eggs and 
other foods. In fact, patients are 
often reduced to eating a pow- 
der-like combination of selected 
materials, 
plus certain 
fruits 


and vegetables. 


In .an alternative method, a 


drug is used to pull copper out 
of the system, further cutting 
down on the chemical energy 
available to the tumor, Demop- 
oulos told the American Cancer

However, in all cases, 
doctors found at auotpsy that 
the cancers showed signs of re- 
gressing. 


In 22 later patients, results 


have been better, but the re- 
search program has been under 
way only 2% yaers. 


While a few cancers have re- 


gressed completely, Demopou- 
los said, most patients showed 
an arrested disease and had to 
remain uafer treatment.

Eddie still has his fingers crossed that Impressive, another

It doesn't always help to be an expert, either. Willie 


Shoemaker generally has the pick of his mounts. He was all 
set for the winter with Sabre Mountain, touted as the new 
wonder horse in California. But Sabre Mountain was whipped 
handily in the Santa Anita Derby and broke down (familiar 
story), and Shoe decided to switch to Bold and Brave in 
Neloy's stable, for the Florida Derby. 


Willie has done this before, notably last year when he un- 


seated Don Pierce as the rider of Hill Rise, and Hill Rise 
didn't win a thing. 


Well, Bold and Brave was a rousing fifth-place finisher in

THE DOCTOR SAYS 


Frequent Bathing Remains 
Best Attack Against Odor

Many readers complain of 


excessive 
sweating. T h e i r 


problem is often aggravated 
by an unpleasant odor associ- 
ated with sweat. Perspiration 
itself is practically odorless 
but odors can arise from bac- 
terial decomposition of the 
oils secreted by the skin, espe- 
cially in parts such as the feet, 
armpits and g r o i n , where 
evaporation is delayed. 


The first line of attack is 


frequent bathing. The under- 
wear should be changed daily 
and washed in cool water to 
prevent the fixation action of 
hot water on the mixed secre- 
tions embedded in the gar- 
ments. If an odor persists in 
the clothing, it may be neces- 
sary to soak the clothes in a 
sodium hypochlorite solution. 


Some bath soaps now con- 


tain an antiseptic such as hex- 
achlorpphene, 
t r i c h l o r o - 


carbanilide or bithionol. These 
additives do not kill the germs 
on the skin but they greatly 
reduce their rate of growth. 
If such a soap is used, no other 
deodorant or 
antiperspirant 


preparations should be ap- 
plied to the skin because they 
would interfere with the ac- 
tion of the antiseptic. 


Many antiperspirants 
are 


now available. They will not 
completely suppress perspira- 
tion but only reduce it. In

fact, complete suppression of 
perspiration would result in 
a very unhealthy skin. These 
products u s u a l l y contain 
aluminum salts. They are not, 
strictly speaking, 
deodorants 


although some cosmetics com- 
bine the two. 


The use of antiperspirants 


has the 
disadvantage 
that 


after a short period of re- 
duced sweating a 
rebound 


period of excessive sweating 
may occur. Even so antipers- 
pirants are g e n e r a l l y pre- 
ferred to simple deodorants 
which do not reduce sweat- 
ing but merely mask the odor. 


Read the label before you 


buy 
an 
antiperspirant 
to 


make sure it is so labelled. 
Try different brands to de- 
termine which is the best for 
you. Some of them may ir- 
ritate your skin or cause itch- 
ing. 


Q—For what condition is 


Oldoctoyide prescribed? What 
are the side effects? 


A—The nearest I can come 


to the drug you mention is 
Aldactazide-A which contains 
s p i r o n o l a c t o n e and hy- 
drochlorothiazide. These two 
components are diuretics but 
are said to work better in 
combination than separately 
in combatting the waterlog- 
ging of your tissues. As a 
bonus, it also reduces your 
blood pressure. An overdose 
may cause nausea, drowsiness 
and blood disorders. It should
